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PRODUCTION 
 
Uzbekistan’s MY 2005/06 seed cotton production is estimated at 3.6 MMT with 1.39 MHA of 
planted area.  In MY 2004/05 Uzbek farmers harvested 3.5 MMT of seed cotton from 1.39 ha 
with lint production at 1.14 MMT 
 
Near normal winter precipitation has enhanced surface and groundwater supplies for cotton 
production.  Cool and cloudy weather in the higher elevations, however, slowed the melting 
process delaying the availability of water for irrigation in some areas during the vegetative 
stage.   In addition, unusually cool temperatures and rains during the middle of spring 
delayed cotton planting approximately for 10 days in almost all the regions of the country.  
This year’s replanted area is reportedly 72,900 ha.  Currently, the cotton vegetation process 
is approaching its final stage in most of the regions of the country. Still, the experts believe 
that the harvest will begin at the beginning of September. The Uzbek government 
announced that planted area in 2006 would be 1.391 million hectares including 168,400 
hectares under plastic covering.  The state production target for seed cotton remains  
3.6 MT. Cotton-lint production is forecast at 1.08 MMT.  Production of Extra-Long Staple 
cotton remains insignificant in Uzbekistan.   
 
Private sector representatives currently do not expect any quality deterioration of the new 
crop provided there precipitation will be limited from the end of September through October 
during the harvest.

TRADE 
 
There are no any noticeable changes in the pattern of cotton exports except the 
reorganization of the former Agency for Foreign Economic Relations (AFER) of Uzbekistan, 
which through it’s trading companies handles centralized cotton exports.  Last month, by 
presidential decree AFER was turned into the Ministry of Foreign Economic Relations, 
Investments and Trade (MFERIT). In addition to coordination and regulation of foreign trade, 
MFERIT will be responsible for attracting foreign investments. 
 
Based on production forecast MY 05/06 lint exports are forecast at 770,000 MT.
